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Academic Senate calls for consistent faculty representation 


No faculty trustee 
sat on the CSU Board 
for five months.

The Cal State University Academic 
Senate is looking to ensure that fac- 
ulty have consistent representation on 
the CSU Board of Trustees after the 
Board’s faculty trustee position re- 
mained vacant for five months. 

In its last meeting, the Academic 
Senate passed a resolution. asking its 
executive committee to draft a propos- 
al aiming to change state legislation, 
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according to Diana Wright Guerin, 
chair of the CSU Academic Senate. 

The proposal, which is still being 
drafted, seeks to allow faculty trustees 
whose terms have ended to hold their 
positions until Gov. Jerry Brown ap- 
points a new faculty trustee. 

“The main goal is to permit an exist- 
ing faculty trustee to continue until the 
next is named,” Guerin said. 


Currently, the Academic Senate is 
consulting with the CSU Advocacy 
and State Relations Department in 
Sacramento to consider possible op- 
tions, such as a potential grace period, 
and to formulate a proposal for the 
Board to review, Guerin said. 

In the five months it took Brown to 
appoint a new faculty trustee this year, 
Guerin said she received 20 to 23 cam- 


pus resolutions that called on the gover- 
nor to appoint someone to the position. 
After receiving so many resolutions, 
Guerin said she visited the CSU Chan- 
cellor’s Office to ask if the previous 
faculty trustee, Bernadette Cheyne, 
could hold her position until a new

yphoon Haiyan has shaken thou- 
sands of people in the. Philip- 
pines, and students in a campus 
organization are working on sending 
aid to those affected — which could 
include some of their family members. 
Typhoon Haiyan hit the central 
Philippines on Friday through Satur- 
day, leaving behind an estimated 2,000 
casualties, more than 2,000 injured and 
more than 600,000 families homeless, 
according to the Los Angeles Times. 
The Pilipino American Coalition 
(PAC) on campus said it began think- 
ing of ways to help those affected as 
soon as PAC’s members heard the news 
on Saturday. The organization has al- 
ready planned two fundraising events, 
PAC President Matthew Downey said. 
“This past Sunday at our ... cabi- 
net meeting was the first time we all 
got together, formally, to talk about 


what we could do,” 

Downey said. “But 

before Sunday, most 

members had been 

brainstorming ideas 

on their own so that they could talk 
about it at the meeting.” 

Several members of PAC, such as 
senior health care administration ma- 
jor John Catedral, said they were per- 
sonally affected by the calamity and 
have family members in areas of the 
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Philippines that were affected by the 
typhoon. 

“Months before Typhoon Haiyan hit 
the Philippines, my family and I have 
been planning to go to the Philippines 
for Thanksgiving break to celebrate 
my grandma’s 80th birthday,” said Cat- 
edral, who has family living in Capiz

and Iloilo, towns that 
were hit hard by the 
typhoon. 
Catedral said that 
he and his family 
still plan on spending Thanksgiving in 
the Philippines. 

“My family in the U.S. [felt] it 
would be inappropriate to celebrate 
my grandma’s birthday when people 
around us would be suffering,” Cat- 
edral said. “So instead, we all agreed 


to take a hands-on approach to help 

those affected by the typhoon in our 

hometown.” 

Junior health science major Fran- 
ces Ramas, who also has family in 
the Philippines, said the typhoon has 
made communication between Fil- 
ipino-Americans and their families 
difficult. 

“My parents and their siblings 
have been contacting family ever 

since the typhoon hit,’ Ramas said. 
“We have received some phone calls, 
but they’re rare.” 

Ramas said, though, that she has 
been able to make contact with her 
family in the Philippines through so- 
cial media.

At the event, tables were adorned 


with flags as members offered tradi- 
tional foods, such as date cookies from 
Qatar. Students also performed dances 
from Qatar, Bollywood and Saudi Ara- 
bia and offered short language lessons. 

Mike Leinecke, an exchange student 
from Germany, dressed in traditional 
German attire to represent his home 
country at his booth. 

During the event, Leinecke said that 
students asked various questions about 
German culture, the capital and per- 
sonal stories about their experiences as 
exchange students. 

Director of International Student 
Services Melissa Lyon, an organizer 
of this year’s event, said International 
Education Week is celebrated in sev- 
eral countries worldwide. 

“The idea is that we get together to 
celebrate and promote the idea of in- 
ternational education and exchange,” 
Lyon said. “We want American stu- 
dents who study here at [CSULB] to get 
out and go abroad to visit other coun- 
tries ... and for international students to 
integrate on the campus and bring their 
culture, perspectives and world views.” 

Chinese exchange student Skylar Bao 


said his group decorated its table with el- 
ements of Chinese culture, such as chop- 
sticks, paintings and crafts. 

“We feel like our country’s culture 
is really interesting, and we want to 
share this with students from around 
the world,” Bao said. 

Exchange Student Adviser Jennifer 
Orem raffled off prizes, such as packs 
of Monster Energy drinks and gift 
cards, throughout the event. 

After the dance performances, As- 
sociate Dean and Executive Director 
of International Programs Terrance 
Graham stepped on stage to thank par- 
ticipants and attendees for visiting the 
International Village. 

“This event has demonstrated for 
me, once again, what a vibrant, di-

[CSULB] is,” Graham said. “Even in 
this hot sun, we’re out here appreciat- 
ing the diversity that our international 
students bring to campus.”

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appointment was made. The CSU’s 
General Counsel, however, said this 
was not possible. 

The 23-campus system is the largest 
university system in the country, with 
nearly 44,000 faculty and staff members. 
The faculty trustee is the representative 


voice for all faculty members in the sys- 
tem, according to the CSU website. 

A faculty trustee’s term on the Board 
commences on July 1 and expires two 
years later, on June 30, according to the 
California Education Code (CEC). Fac- 
ulty members cannot hold the trustee 
position after their term ends, even if 
there is no one to replace them. 

According to California’s Government 
Code, 16 of the 25 trustees confirmed 
by the State Senate remain on the Board 


until a replacement is named, or 60 days 
after their term expires, whichever comes 
first. But unlike the State Senate-appoint- 
ed trustees, alumni, faculty, and student 
trustee terms expire at the end of each 
term, according to the CEC. 

“After [Cheyne’s] term expired, in 
order for her to continue on, she would 
have had to been reappointed by the 
governor, which was not the case,” CSU 
Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp said. 

While no legislation or policy defin- 
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ing holdovers exists in the CSU or at 
the state level, faculty representation is 
susceptible to long vacancies. Holdovers 
refer to the extension of a position until 
it has been filled. 

The CSU Advocacy and State Rela- 
tions Department in Sacramento is con- 
ducting preliminary research, such as 
looking over other education boards and 
deciding which legislator can author the 
Academic Senate’s bill. Guerin said the 
CSU Academic Senate will meet with 


the department in December to iron out 
the proposa’ls details before bringing it 
to a state legislator in January. 

She said it should take roughly nine 
months to get the proposal through the 
legislative process. 

“Tt is our goal that we will have a pro- 
posed legislation that the Board will en- 
dorse in January,” Guerin said. “Long run, 
we hope to increase the number of faculty 
trustees, but at this time are taking steps to 
resolve the most immediate problem.”

“T initially found out about the typhoon 
when my family in the Philippines posted 
on their social networking sites that they 
are evacuating from their homes and that 
the storm is heading straight to my home- 
town,” Catedral said. 

In the aftermath of the typhoon, 
Downey said, PAC is focusing its en- 
ergy on supporting the Filipino com- 
munity, both locally and abroad. 

Downey said PAC’s two fundraising 
events are currently in the works. One 
is a bake sale, which will take place on 
Nov. 20 and 21 from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. by 
Liberal Arts building 5, and the other is 
Penny Wars, an event that takes place 
throughout November. 

“It’s a friendly little competition be- 
tween families that we usually use as a 
fundraiser to help PAC, but [the funds] 
will be going to the relief effort this 
year,” Downey said. 

Downey said that PAC also plans to 
fundraise for relief during its 17th Annual 
Pilipino Christmas Fest on Dec. 7 and the 
Pilipino Cultural Night on April 25. 

“At first, | questioned as to why is this 
happening to the Philippines,” Catedral 
said. “A powerful earthquake just rav- 
aged through the central part of the Philip- 
pines and now another tragic disaster hit 
the Philippines; however, pondering with 
these thoughts wouldn’t help those greatly 
affected [and] those who need our help.”

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LBCC pilot program could help students graduate on time 


Long Beach Community College is 
moving forward with a controversial 
pilot program that charges students 
more for high-demand courses. 

According to the Long Beach Press- 
Telegram, LBCC will begin offering 
high-demand courses, like introduc- 
tion to business and energy for the 
future, for higher rates this winter. 

Normally, the average LBCC 
student pays $46 per unit. The tuition 
fee is partially subsidized by the state, 
according to the Press-Telegram. 

For the upcoming winter session, 
however, LBCC will charge $225 
per unit for resident students and 
$265 per 
unit for 
non- 
residents, 
according

to the Press-Telegram. 

Students who qualify for a fee 
waiver will pay only $90 per unit for 
impacted classes. 

The increase in unit prices spe- 
cifically apply to courses that trans- 
fer to the Cal State University and 
University of California campuses. 

Because the demand for these 
transferable courses is so great, we 
support LBCC for giving students 
the opportunity to pay extra for 
them during the upcoming winter 
session. 

According to the Press- 
Telegram, the pilot program was 
launched by State Assemblyman 
Das Williams, (D-Santa Barbara) 
as a way to let students take high- 


demand courses that oftentimes fill quickly in the fall and spring 


semesters. 


While the program has drawn much criticism, we think it could 


benefit many LBCC students. 


As we know here at Cal State Long Beach, the biggest thing 
holding back many students is the availability of classes. 

Too often, courses that students need in community colleges are 
severely impacted. Without additional course offerings, students 


have a difficult time catching up. 

Giving students who have the means to pay more for classes they 
need could help them transfer to a CSU or UC campus sooner. It 
could also alleviate many impacted courses. 

While we are eager to see if the pilot program succeeds, though, 


we do have one major concern.

We like giving students more options, but we are afraid the pilot 
program could turn into a two-tiered system that favors students 


Students who can’t qualify for the $90 per unit fee waiver could 


still be affected by such a high unit cost. 

For the time being, students who participate in the program will 
have to shoulder the full burden of subsidizing their education. 

We hope, though, that these prices don’t become a standard. We 


don’t want to see LBCC raise its unit costs for impacted courses in 


the fall and spring semesters. 
Community colleges should continue to remain affordable for all 


California residents.

The Dance in Concert showcases fac- 
ulty choreography performed by dance 
majors from a myriad of styles and skills. 

The faculty choreographers include 
John Beasant III, Colleen Dunagan, Keith 
Johnson and Andrew Vaca.

Keith Johnson’s “Slam,” choreographed 
to a driving score by Julia Wolfe, will pres- 
ent a movement dance based on bodies 
crashing, both physically and emotionally. 

Sarah Swenson, Vox Dance Theatre Di- 
rector, will show an excerpt from her signa- 
ture work “Fimmine.” The dance is set to 
music by Philip Glass and contains striking 
visuals and a heart pounding rhythm. 

“Fimmine” reveals the sisterhood, 
passion, and indomitable strength of 


women, according to the press release. 

Alex Ketley, chorographer and direc- 
tor of the Foundry in San Francisco, has 
created “The Span” to explore the com- 
plexities the landscapes of our bodies 
can reveal in performance.

‘Niners to face LMU for fourth time this season 


LBSU will play two road 
games in Los Angeles, 
one against the Lions 
and another at USC.

The No. 8 Long Beach State men’s 
water polo team will be seeking a much- 
needed win as it heads to the Burns 
Aquatic Center for a match against 
Loyola Marymount on Thursday. 

“It’s a tough place to play,” head 
coach Gavin Arroyo said. “LMU is 
a young team, a talented team, and is 
similar to us in that they’re a little bit 
up and down.” 

The 49ers (18-10, 1-5 MPSF) are 3-0 
against the Lions this season, with the 
two team’s most recent meeting com- 
ing during the SoCal tournament in 
early October. 

In that match LBSU came out with 
a strong first quarter of play but then 
failed to repeat the effort in the second 
and third periods, allowing the Lions 
(12-12, 2-3 WWPA) to hang around and 
keep it close going into the final eight 
minutes of the game. 

In the end, LBSU returned to solid 
form and was able to pull away and 
achieve a 13-9 victory. 

This time around, LBSU will play in 
hostile territory and be challenged by a 
pro-Lion crowd and an LMU squad that 
will use every bit of momentum to its 
advantage.

LBSU to face 
Big West's 
worst teams

The end to the women’s volleyball 
season is coming to a close, as the 49ers 
will take their last three road matches 
within the next two weeks, with two this 
weekend against UC Riverside and Cal 
State Fullerton. 

During their last meeting against the 
Highlanders (1-22, 0-11 Big West Con- 
ference), the 49ers swept them in three 
sets. Long Beach State won the last set 
by 17 points, the most any Big West 
team has won by this year. 

The Highlanders’ season might just 
be the worst any team can endure, losing 
every match against every team in con- 
ference. They have been swept by every 
Big West team in three sets except for 
one, in which they lost in four. 

It may be a shock to learn of such an 
unsuccessful season, but it can be taken 
into consideration that their star player, 
Christina Maietta, is a 5-foot-11 fresh- 
man, while most teams’ scorers stand 
taller than six feet. Maietta has accumu- 
lated 191 kills for the Highlanders. 

The last meeting against the Titans 
(10-13, 3-8 Big West) was an exciting 
one, as they barely fell to the 49ers in 
five sets, losing by two points in the fifth. 

The Titans lost six straight matches 
until their last meeting against the 
Highlanders and are eighth in Big West 
standings. 

Bre Moreland leads CSUF with 233 
kills and 286 digs while Alyse Hensley 
has 260 kills and 264 digs. McKenna 
Painton has 317 digs and leads the Big 
West in digs per set. 

The 49ers (13-11, 6-5 Big West) will 
be going into this weekend’s games 
coming off of a heartbreaking five-set 
loss against first-place Cal State North- 
ridge. 

The 49ers will play against the High- 
landers on Friday at the SRC Arena at 7 
p.m. and ‘st the Titans on Saturday 
at the Titan Gym at 7:30 p.m.

The Puerto Rico Tip-Off is little 
more than a week away for the Long 
Beach State men’s basketball team, 
but the flights for that trip will begin 
later this weekend. 

Following a home game against 
Loyola Marymount on Thursday, the 
49ers (1-1) will fly to the Sunflower 
State for a game against Kansas State 
that will count toward the Puerto Rico 
Tip-Off. 

Before the ‘Niners board any 
flights, though, they will be faced 
with the challenge of slowing down 
preseason All-West Coast Conference 
guard Anthony Ireland. 

Ireland averaged 20.2 points per

game for the Lions (2-0) in 2012-13 
and has averaged 17 points per game 
this year. 

The 49ers, however, are still at a 
point in the season where focusing on 
self-improvement takes priority over 
adjusting to opposing teams. 

“We've got four things we need to 
get better at: our offense, our defense, 
our rebounding and our shooting,” 
head coach Dan Monson said. “It’s 
kind of a joke, and it’s kind of not. It’s 
really where we’re at.” 

LBSU will then leave The Beach for 
Manhattan, Kansas, where the Wild- 
cats (0-1) will be waiting for them. 

Kansas State had a rough opening 
game, as it lost to Northern Colorado 
at home on Friday. 

The trip will be a homecoming of 
sorts for LBSU junior transfer A.J. 
Spencer, who grew up in Shawnee, 
Kansas, just outside of Kansas City. 

“T’ll have a lot of family there, so 
it'll be pretty cool,” Spencer said. “I 
haven’t been home since I’ve been out 
here [in Long Beach], so it’ll be good 
to see my family. It’s a business trip, 
though, so we’ll go out and get the win 
first and then see everybody.” 


Kansas State has been led by fresh- 
man guard Marcus Foster, who has av- 
eraged 16.5 points in the Wildcats’ first 
two games. Senior guard Shane South- 
well leads Kansas State with 10 assists 
and was named an honorable mention 
on the preseason All-Big 12 team. 

Immediately after their game against 
Kansas State, the 49ers will depart for 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. They have to go 
straight to Puerto Rico from Manhat- 
tan, Kansas because the game against 
the Wildcats is technically part of the 
Puerto Rico Tip-Off. 

Monson said the trip would force 
the players to miss a significant num- 
ber of classes. 

“That just worries me academical- 
ly,’ Monson said. “It’s the only stretch 
were we miss any school this first se- 
mester ... It’s every day next week and 
then next Monday, so it’s six straight 
days of school. That’s hard for any stu- 
dent, so I’m more concerned about that 
than the basketball part of the trip.” 

LBSU will host LMU at 7 p.m. 
Thursday night. Their game against 
Kansas State will start at 11 a.m. 
Wednesday, and the Puerto Rico Tip- 
Off will start on Nov. 21.

Women’s Basketball 


‘Niners to go back up north this weekend 


LBSU will play road 
games in Reno, Nev., 
and San Francisco.

After a season opener last Friday that 
brought the Long Beach State women’s 
basketball team up to No. 9 California, 
the 49ers are set to make that trip three 
times in two weeks, flying to “The Big- 
gest Little City” on Friday to face Nevada 
in Reno and then visiting “The City” 48 
hours later to take on San Francisco. 

Despite the lopsided 70-51 loss to 
Cal at Haas Pavilion, there were plenty 
of positives for the 49ers to take away 
from the matchup that they can apply to 
upcoming games. 

“On the road against the No. 9 team in 
the country, every odd is stacked against 
us, and we were able to take a lot of posi- 
tives out of the game,” head coach Jody 
Wynn said. “I was very proud of our over- 
all effort and learning from our mistakes.” 


Nevada and San Francisco don’t offer 
the overall strength and athleticism of Cal, 
but both teams aren’t to be taken lightly. 

LBSU came out on the positive end 
of a 61-58 overtime thriller against 
the Wolf Pack last year, when then- 
sophomores Alex Sanchez and Bianka 
Balthazar stepped up in a major way 
for The Beach. Sanchez was a rebound 
short of a double-double with 11 points 
and nine rebounds while Balthazar 
scored a team-high 16 points. 

Nevada (1-0) comes into the Friday 
night contest boasting junior big-wom- 
an Mimi Mengedi, who leads her team 
with 15 points on 6-for-8 shooting. The 
49ers’ backcourt will need to keep an 
eye on Terilyn Moe, who added eight 
points and seven dimes in Nevada’s win 
last week against Utah Valley. 

San Francisco (1-1) is set to play host 
for LBSU as The Beach closes out the 
three-game road stint. The Dons split 
their season-opening weekend in New 
York, where they lost to Fordham 80-66 
and beat Columbia 83-69. 

Junior guard Hallie Meneses will be 
tested in front of her friends and family 
this Sunday, as the Bay Area native will 
be matched up with Long Beach native 


Taj Winston, who led Long Beach Poly 
High School to a No. 2 national ranking 
when she was a senior in 2011. 

“TMeneses] had a taste of that at Cal, 
being across the bay,” Wynn said. “But 
being at San Francisco — a mile or less 
from where she grew up — and being 
able to play a game she loves so much in 
front of her friends and family is huge.” 

Winston has started her season scor- 
ing at an impressive 18 points per game 
clip. The 49ers will also need to know 
where Rachel Howard is at all times, as 
she’s shooting an incredible 55 percent 
from beyond the arc. 

“Transitioning from offense to de- 
fense and defense to offense quicker; we 
worked on that a lot the past few days,” 
Wynn said. “And then just overall com- 
munication in what we’re in offensively 
as well as what we’re doing defensively.” 

After this weekend, the 49ers will be 
done bouncing around up north from 
The City to The Biggest Little City. 
They will finally play host to Loyola 
Marymount in Long Beach on Nov. 23 
for “Pack the Pyramid Night.” Tickets 
to the game will be available for $5, and 
50 percent of the proceeds will go to the 
Long Beach Ronald McDonald House.
